To those who have read these arti-
cles in suceession, it 'will be needless
vo recapitulate the indictment against
Bulgaria, Iut we will briefly sum up
the nature of the evidence as follows:

4. Bulgaria uttered -no
tion of the Greeks until after peace
was declared, Greeee, it will be re-
membered, called the attention of the
whole world to the Bulgarian atrocites
at tl.o very outset of the war, and in-
vited the foreign correspondents to
Comao :;.l onee to the front and wltness
the horrors perpetratod by her bar-
barous enemy.

4. DBulgaria offers an excuse for her
singular silence concerning the at-
rocites at the time when she now
clulms they were committed. Accord-
ing to her present statement, she wis
cut off from all communication with
the outer world during.the wur, and
consequently was unable to register
her protests against Greece. This s
obviously a lle, for it is the incontesti-
ble fact that during thie who.» war, AMr,
Bourchior, the official Presy HBucean,
and the notorlous Lientenunt Wagnor,
of the Vienna (Relchspost), wern ex-
ceeding busy sending out war rews,
though they managed fo ~olor it to
sult thely desires, aat to mintmize the

_facts of rout and defeat. There was
nothing whatever to prevent DBulgaria
from protesting or for calling for dis-
interested  witnesses to any “Greek
atroeity,” had any Greek atroelty oc-
enrred,

6. The foreign eye-witnesses who
described the Bulgarian horrors, com-
mitted during the sccond war, numbor
more than thirty with the Geek army
and over twenty with  the Sorvian
troops, Bulgaria's indictment, brought
after the elose of the wir, was signed
by two journalists who nover left So-
fla. Among those who formally de-
nounced the Bulgarian atrocitios woere
two Toreign Consuls, t'vo Viee Consuls,
mine war corvespondents, represents
ing almost every nation of FRurope; a
Prench diplomat, an oflicer of the
Aritish Royal Navy, the heads of fiye
foreign missions and many residents
and travelers of all nationalities, In-
cluding Americans,

6, Dulgaria's savage bloodthirst-
ness was demonstrated and auwthentl-
cateq before the outbreak of the war
with Greece. Of the 75 forelgn cor-
respondents aftached to the varlous
armies cmbrolled in the war with
Turkey 71 united in aceusing the Bul-
Garians of wholesale slaughter of Mo-
hammedan non-cambatants and the
torture and massacre of Turkish pris-
oners of 'war. These charges were
officially confirmed in the House of
Commons by the British K Minister of
Forelgn Affairs, Sir Edwara Grey, on
the strength of the evidence submit-
ted to him through consular chan-
ngls, Nowhere is there mention of the
slightest staln upon the honor.of the
Greck army, The journalistic ﬁnpo:‘t-
arg of Bulgaria, the only four who did
not bring charges against her, were
T4outane Wagner, Bourchier, Wallis,
and Marsh,

7. Tens of thousands of Greeks,
Murks, Jews and oven Bulgarlans fled

om the distrlets where the Bulga-
Flalh afmy was operating, seaking ref-
flge from thefr depredations, while
not a single refugee durlng the sec-
ond war sought Bulgarian protection,
They knew better than to trust such
fends,

8. The ruing of Serrod, Doxato and
Nigrlth and dozend of other Greek
Wilages, burned and losteq by the

On learning that their districts
fiad been alloted to Bulgaria by the
treaty of peace, the inhabltants of Mel-
onlto and Strumnitza burned thelr
towns behind them and sought Greck
torritory. They were nol only the
Greeks of the province, for 8,000 Bul-
garlans emigrated with them. Greek,
Turk, Jew and Bnlgarian, they all
knew the terrors of Dulgarian occu-
patlon and fled from it as from the
plague, '

10, Thp Greeks are Caucaslons,
they belong, de facto, to the Buropean
group of nations. They have hehind
them a glorioug past ana before them
an ideal of nobllity and honor, The
Bulgarinng are Mongollan Tartars, as
unclvilized at heart and as grossiy ig-
morant as thelr ancestors, the pieda-
tory nomads, and Inolizieq by nature
to atroclous and barbarous ncts.

We will now conslder the so-called
evidence offored by Bulgarin in proof
‘of her allegations against the Greoks,
Aand contalned In @ number of pam-
"phlets, which have beon sent Lroad-
‘east over the whole world by the Roy-

Iirst In order of importance Is a col-
leetinn of letters purported to have
been  written by Greek soldiers to
theiv families at home, deseribing the
hideous toll of revenge they had ex-
acted from the Bulgarvians who fell
into their hands, The lelter bag of
the Nineteenth Regiment, Seventh Di-
vision, was supposed to have hoen eap-
tured by the Bulgarians.

The faels are these: Bulgaria found
herself, at the elose of the war, over-
whelmed with dishonor and confront-
od by a mountain of prsofl of her in-
human savagery, In the lust and fary
of glanghter she had forgotten what
the results might be and must Hogd o
way ont of a diffieult and embarrass-
ing position. To distract pablie at-
tention from  her erimes, and by a
campaign of libel to confuse the pub-
He mind was her erafty solution of
the difliculty, It was an easy moethod,
a  method entively in keeping with
Bulgarian duplicity. 1t was also a well
tried plan with which she had the ad-
vantnge of being thoroughly fumiliar.
She had used it on several oceaslons,
notably during the vears fro.a 1900 to

103, when Bulgarvia tervorized  the
Greek inhabitants of Macedonia by
means of bands of Comnitadjis, or-

ganized and equipped by Bulgarian au-
thority. Muacedonia was helq by Tur-
key, buat these raids were invariably
directed against the Greeks, thonsands
of whom were killed, Bulgavian re-
ports styled this terrorization “revo-
Iution,” and when at last the exas-
perated peasants arose and  offered
arimed resistance, driving out the ma-
rauders, Bulgarin eried aloud that she
was persecuted.  With the assistance
aof Mr. Dourchier and Mr. Brailsford,
author of “Macedonia and Its Races".
and one of the founders of the Balkan
Committe- of London, Professor Milu-
koff and a number of other profession-
al defenderg of Bulgaria, she mannged
to place a great number of the Bng-
lish speaking peoples under the im-
pression that the Bulgarians had been
wrongea by the Greeks, who were busi-
ly decimating the innocent inhabitants
of Macedonin, all of whom, from mer-
chant to fanmer, were “purest Dulga-
rian!” “Macedonia”™ they erfed, “had
two  tyrants, the Turks and the
irecks!"”

Agaln we see the snme tactiea] move,
Bulgarin treacherously attucked the
Greek and Scervian armies at Gevgeld,
Pangaion ang Istip, ang being defetied
and her treachery exposed she prompt-
Iy accused 'Greece and Soervin of al-

cking HER, “waging war peainst
their faitnful ally and precipitating a
Tratrvichdal stroggle” by trencherons-
Iy attacking thelr comrades in arms”

Bulgarian policy has always beou
one of eraft and decelt and sh» did not
hesitate to use her favorite weapons Lo
defend herself,  The Minister of IPor-
elgn Affalrs, Mr, Genadieff, ang My,
Jourchier spent a night in the oflice
of the former, and the “letters from

el soldiers” were the result of
that colluboration, To Mr. Bouchier
must be glven the credit of the ldea,
the exeeution of which wne« the work
of Mr. Genadleff. The task was easy
for the Minlster, he being a renegade
Greek, born in Macedonin, and edueat-
ed et the University of Athens, where
he matriculated under the name of
Genadios, The characteristic termina-
tion of “eff” he assumed when, béing
offered a Government position, he de-
clded to throw In his lot with the Bul-
garfans. Te {g a mercenary, belong-
ing to no country and gypsy-like, of-
fering Nhis soervices and alleglance to
the highest bidder. The letters once
written Mr. Bouchier went directly
from the Foreign OMce to the palace,
where for two hours he remained
tloseted with the king. The royal an-
dience over, Mr, Bouchler, accotpan-
fed by two American misslonaries,
took the Orlental Expresg to Paris, In
order to begin the agltation for the re-
vision of the Treaty of Bubharest.

It ity senm stiahge to the Amerl-
catt piiblie that an English jourhalist
should so demean himself, but the fact
ia that Mr. Bourchier's reaidence of 20
yearg In Bulgarla has mado him al-
most one of them, and he had recelv-
ed great favorg al thi hands of the
Bulgarian Goverhinent, notably a vast
estate—the Conllseated lands of the
monast¢ry situated among the moun-
talns Of the southwestern frontler of
Bulgaria—{rom which he deprived am-
ple revenues, When in 1888 he wans
sent as correspondent to the Dalkniis,
England was openly pro-Bulgarlan,
which Indeed I8 the case today., Mr.

The crimes and atroecities commit-
o by the Bulgarians in the Greco-

that even the “Times, that oflicial or-

When “the letters” were produced
| by the Dulgarvians, the Greeck Ambassa-
dor in Paris gave the press an oflicia)
stutement, declarineg that the  doceu-
menty were forgeries and ehallenging
the Dulzarian Government to request
Fngland and France to make public
the exhaustive reports of their
cial investigotors, Mre, Halgouel and
Captain Cardale, concerning the Tal-
garian atrocities. Dulgaria could ae-
cept no such challenge.,

Dy, Vamvakas, formerly Deputy
from Macedonin for the Turkish Parl-
fament, ypubliely pointed out the fodt
that all the letters, when subjeetes to
carveful analyvsis, proved to have been
written by the same hand, Dr, Vim-
vitkas further suprzested that the plot
to dizeredit by means of forged let-
ters wilg borroweg by Abdul [Mamid,
who, when the gutery against his Ar-
menian massacres beeame uncomfort-
ably clamorous, caused a number of
forged lettersg to be published in fae-
simile, purporting to have been writ-
ten by Armenian plotters who hoasted
of their awful massacres of the Kurds!

We quote from the Paris “Temps"-—

“We must admit that the Bulgarians
have a peculiar talent for forging doc-
uments with 'which to meet any situa-
tlon that may arise. This time,
through very excess of zeal, they have
unmasked themselves. The Dulgarian
pamphletg defaming Greece contain re-
productions of fourteen letters, of
which only four show any destinatioh,
Only that port of ench letter whieh
denls with “atrocities” is reproduced.
We would be very much interested to
know what else the lefters eontnined.
The forger or forgers of the  letters
would bhe at once convicted wore thoy
tp tey to manufacture personal details
which could esily be ehecked up and
veriticd—so - they  wisely  refrained
fram doing so. It is also to he noted
tant no mention of the date or place
ol the seizure of the mail bag is piv-
en.  ‘The Bulgarian government con-
tenty fteell with o vagne statemoent
that “the letters were found in the
Distriet Razlog.” Had guch a seizure
really oceurrved he Bulgarians would
be the first to give a detalled account
of the time, place and manner of such
scizure, and, furthermore, the text
of every letter would have been pub-
lished in full”

On page 13 of the pamphlets, refer-
red to by the “Temps,” a  letter is
shown purported to have been writ-
ten in Rodone, byt bearing the stamp
of ‘Salonfea. How did it get there,
when It was presumably eaptured be-
fore It started on fts. journey, and
ghould not have gone to Salonica any-
way? The letters teem with Inaccura-
cies, even the translations into 8ther
languages have ‘been tampered with
in order to give them the color most
likely to suit the nation before whom
the evidence was placed.

Ten lettergs with no envelopes and
no addresses whatever! It is Incon-
celvable that the Bulgarians should
not reproduce the envelopes bearlng
the names of the addressees hag they
possessed anything of the sort. "They
simply did not possess anything of
the sort. It is equally inconcelvabla
that Greek soldiers confiddy their lot-
ters to the mail bags without envelope |
or addross.

Another pamphlet contalns hoto-
graphs of four wounded men, one a
boy, 'Those, thoy assert, are non-com-
batant Bulgarians who were mutilated
by the Grecks, Even were this true,
the display ig ridiculous. Tneidencally,
the pletures were taken by ofliclal or-
der long after peace was declared. The
rest of the pamphlets are made up of
assertions without proof of any kind,
and pages of impassfoned re:rimina-
tion and wordy sophistries,

Hundreds of photographs of th
burned citios of Macedonia are obtain-
able. Hunpdreds algb of the piled vie-
tims of Bulgarian fury. The testimony
of scores of dlsinterested forelgners of
unquestioned veracity support In_-le-
tall every protest of the Greek CGov-
ernment. ‘The contentlons of the Bul-
garlang hecome absurd in the face o,
the vast mass of evidence against
them. It Is not a matter of four
wounded men or the assertions of two
or three inferested parties, it i the
averwhelming acensntion of the deaths
of 200,000 human beings, men, women
and little ehildren, a gory holocaust
and a ghastly sacrifice to the most in-
human, barbarous and troacherous na-
tion on earth.
